DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/19/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

1 . Regarding the paragraph at the end of page 5 and the start of page 6 of remark, 
Applicant argues that Parikka discloses planar light source application wherein light is 
directed upwardly contrary to Applicant's embodiments. 

Examiner disagrees because light emitted by a light source will travel upward, 
downward, and sideward even with shielding. Also, in Applicant's drawing, figure 4 
shows the light directed upward and figure 8 shows the light directed sidewards even 
though the sides are shielded. 

2. Regarding the paragraphs in the middle of page 6 through the start of page 7 of 
remark, Applicant argues that Parikka's invention is having a planar light guide which 
scatter and refract the light so that the light is provided upwards through LCD element 
thus providing a backlight to the display, whereas Applicant's invention is preventing the 
light from moving upwardly using the shielding provided. 

Examiner disagrees since Applicant's invention is a back light unit that provides 
light to the devices such as LCD. Therefore, the goal of the invention is having light 
being provided upward through the unit. 

3. Regarding the first full paragraph of page 7, Applicant argues that Apgar 
discloses shielding upper and lower surfaces, whereas Applicant's claim is shielding 
side surfaces. 
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It was not clear whether Applicant was claiming the side surfaces being shielded
